PREFACE 

THIS IS THE FOURTH PART OF THE COMPREHENSIVE CYLINDER RECORD INDEX. IT IDENTI- 
FIES APPROXIMATELY 1500 DIFFERENT INDESTRUCTIBLE CYLINDERS, INCLUDING TWO- AND 
FOUR-MINUTE DOMESTIC AND BRITISH TYPES. DIFFERENTIATION OF THESE VARIOUS TYPES 
MAY BE MADE BY REFERRING TO THE NUMERICAL INDEX SECTION. FOR EXAMPLE, TWO-MI NUTE 
BRITISH CYLINDERS ARE NUMBERED BETWEEN 6000 AND 6040, WHEREAS THE FOUR-MINUTE 

British are in the 7000s. 

UNLIKE THE PREVIOUSLY PUBLISHED EDISON INCICES IN WHICH 90 $ OR MORE OF THE IN- 
FORMATION INCLUDED WAS OBTAINED FROM THE ORIGINAL EDISON CATALOGS, IN THIS ONE 
OVER 25$ OF THE DATA HAS COME FROM INDIVIDUAL COLLECTORS AND LISTS PUBLISHED BY 
RECORD DEALERS. ONLY ONE ANNUAL CATALOG, PLUS TWO YEARS* OF SUPPLEMENTS HAVE ( 

BEEN AVAILABLE. SOME ADDITIONAL INFORMATION HAS COME FROM THE MAGAZINE TALKING 
MACHINE WORLD... IT IS THUS MORE LIKELY THAN IN THE OTHER INDICES THAT MISTAKES 
IN IDENTIFICATION MAY OCCUR. BECAUSE BOTH INDESTRUCTIBLE AND EVERLASTING (OR 

Lakeside) cylinders are black and are numbered in the hundreds and low thousands, 

SOME COLLECTORS HAVE CONFUSED THE TWO AND SENT IN TITLES FOR EVERLASTING CYLINDERS. 

Many of these errors were picked up because either the records themselves later 

WERE OBTAINED, OR ELSE THEY COULD BE CHECKED OUT IN EVERLASTING CATALOGS, BUT SOME 
ERRORS PROBABLY STILL REMAIN. UNDOUBTEDLY THERE ARE OTHER ERRORS WHICH CAN ONLY 
BE BLAMED UPON THE PUBLISHER BECAUSE OF MISTAKES IN TYPING, ETC. WHENEVER ANY 
ERRORS ARE DISCOVERED BY READERS IT WOULD BE GREATLY APPRECIATED IF THE CORRECT 
INFORMATION WERE MADE AVAILABLE.

ARTIST LIST : ALL OF THE ARTISTS, (AND THE TERM "ARTISTS” INCLUDES VOCAL GROUPS, 
ORCHESTRAS, BANDS, INSTRUMENTAL GROUPS, ETC.) WILL BE FOUND HERE LISTED ALPHA- 
BETICALLY. VOCALISTS WHO MADE GROUP RECORDINGS, E.G., PEERLESS QUARTET, ARE 
NOT LISTED INDIVIDUALLY. 

THE UNDERLINING OF CERTAIN LETTERS IN EACH NAME INDICATES THE ABBREVIATION 
USED TO IDENTIFY THE ARTIST WHO MADE EACH SELECTION INCLUDED IN THE TITLE IN- 
DEX. Thus, "Guitars haw" is the abbreviation for " Gui tars. Hawaiian." 

NUMERICAL INDEX ; Here, ALL OF THE NUMBERS ARE arranged IN ORDER, FROM #575 

THROUGH # 7094 , AND WITH BUT A FEW EXCEPTIONS, EACH IS FOLLOWED BY A PAGE NUMBER 
IN THE ARTIST INDEX. THUS THE IDENTITY OF ANY INDESTRUCTIBLE CYLINDER MAY BE 
ASCERTAINED. THE FOUR DIFFERENT TYPES (TWO-Ml NUTE, FOUR-MINUTE, DOMESTIC, AND 

British) are indicated. After some of the numbers in this List will be found 

AN "0". THIS INDICATES THAT ALTHOUGH MOST CERTAINLY A RECORD WAS GIVEN THIS 
NUMBER, IT HAS NOT YET BEEN IDENTIFIED. NOTE THAT INITIALLY NUMBERS WERE NOT 
ASSIGNED TO RECORDS CONSECUTIVELY AND THERE ARE GAPS IN THE EARLY 600S AND 
ACTUALLY ONLY ONE NUMBER IN THE 500S. NO RECORDS WERE EVER ASSIGNED THESE MIS- 
SING NUMBERS IN THE 500S AND 600S. FOLLOWING A FEW OTHER NUMBERS WILL BE FOUND 
AN "E" WHICH INDICATES THAT ONE SHOULD REFER TO THE ERRATA PAGE AT THE END OF 
THE INDEX IN ORDER TO IDENTIFY THIS ITEM. |N THESE CASES THE RECORD WAS NOT 
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IDENTIFIED UNTIL AFTER THE ARTIST AND TITLE INDICES HAD BEEN PRINTED. 

Following the numerical listing is the summary of approximate release dates. 
ARTIST INDEX : The Numerical index refers one to pages in this section, in which 

AFTER EACH ARTIST'S NAME IS THE ALPHABETICAL LIST OF SELECTIONS HE RECORDED. 

Bands, Orchestras, etc. are, of course, also included here as well as the indi- 
vi dual arti sts. 

INSTRUMENTAL selections will be found under the name of the instrument except 
IN rare cases where a group recorded under an artist's name, for example, 

“Van Eps Banjo Orchestra" is listed under "Van Eps", not under "Banjo". When- 
ever AVAILABLE THE NAME OF THE ARTIST(s) WHO PLAYED THE I NSTRUMENT (S ) IS GIVEN 
IN PARENTHESES AFTER THE TITLE. 

Because many of the lists of cylinders did not identify band or orchestra ex- 
cept AS SUCH, ALL BAND SELECTIONS ARE ALPHABETIZED UNDER "BAND" AND ALL ORCH- 
ESTRA under "Orchestra", where definitely known, the specific group is iden- 
tified IN PARENTHESES AFTER THE TITLE. TRIOS AND QUARTETS, BOTH VOCAL AND IN- 
STRUMENTAL ARE ALPHABETIZED, FOR EXAMPLE, AS "TRIO, VENETIAN", AND "QUARTET, 
PEERLESS" RATHER THAN AS "VENETIAN TRIO AND "PEERLESS QUARTET". 

VOCAL DUETS ARE LISTED UNDER THE NAME OF THE DUET AS IT WAS USUALLY FOUND ON 
THE RECORDS, I.E., JONES AND MURRAY, NOT MURRAY AND JONES. DUET SELECTIONS ARE 
NOT CROSS-INDEXED UNDER THE NAME OF EACH OF THE ARTISTS. THUS, JONES AND MUR- 
RAY DUETS ARE FOUND ONLY UNDER THE TEAM NAME, NOT UNDER JONES, AOA NOR UNDER 

Murray, Billy as individuals. 

TITLE INDEX ; IN THIS SECTION, ALL TITLES ARE LISTED ALPHABETICALLY, USING THE 
WORD-SYSTEM RATHER THAN THE LETTER-SYSTEM. THIS MEANS THAT ALL TITLES BEGIN- 
NING WITH THE SAME WORD ARE GROUPED TOGETHER, WHICH WOULD NOT ALWAYS BE THE CASE 
IF THE OTHER SYSTEM WERE USED. PERHAPS THE FOLLOWING EXAMPLES WILL MAKE THIS 
MORE clear:

AS IS THE USUAL CUSTOM, ENGLISH ARTICLES (a, AN, THE, ETC.) THAT APPEAR AS THE 
FIRST WORD OF TITLES ARE OMITTED IN ALPHABETIZING, WHEREAS FOREIGN ARTICLES, 
(DER, LA, LE, ETC.) ARE NOT. FOR EXAMPLE, "THE FADED ROSE" IS FOUND UNDER 
"Faded Rose", but "La Paloma" is listed under "La Paloma".
